He 
refused to come out so the canine 
dragged him out,’” Pomeroy said. 

He is charged with aggravated 
unlawful restraint for trying to force 
his ex-wife into a car Sunday on the 
parking lot of Sports Tap, 916 Nied- 

ringhaus Ave., and holding her 


against her will with a firearm, Pom- 
eroy said. 

According to police, Thebeau 
tricked his ex-wife into coming to the 
parking lot by telling her he had a 
set of keys that belonged to her. 

When they approached the car, 
Thebeau allegedly drew a weapon 
and put a headlock on the victim. He 
then dragged her to the car. 

The victim told police Thebeau told 
her she would have to watch while he 
killed himself. She was able to escape 
'Thebeau’s head lock. He caught her 
by her hair but she escaped again for 
good. 

Police soon searched for the sus- 
pect and attempted to arrest him but 
he ran away. Police eventually called 
in the dog unit, which resulted in 
Thebeau’s arrest. Thebeau is being 
held on $50,000 bond.

I am a grandmother and a 
great-grandmother.

ents do not seem aware of how 
dangerous it is for children to 
be riding in vehicles without 
seat belts. 

I have a grandchild who 
attends Prather Elementary 
School. Since her mother 
works, I pick her up at school 
two to three days per week. 

While waiting for her to 
come out of the school, I have 
noticed the actions of parents 
with their children. I realized 
that most of them were not 
having their children buckle 
their seat belts and neither 
were the parents doing so 
themselves. Don’t parents 
know that seat belts save lives 
or don’t they care? 

One day I saw a man with 
three small children approach 
a pickup truck. One child got 


into the front seat (without 
buckling up) while two chil- 
dren climbed into the back of 


the truck and sat on the wheel 
covers. Had that man hit a 
bump (the children could 
have) been thrown out and 
would be dead today. 
Yesterday, I decided to 
make note of exactly how 
many parents, friends and 
grandparents were making use 
of seat belts and how many 
were not.
